It  goes  without  saying  that  participation  in  sport 
makes  people  healthier  and  happier.  Sport  also  leads 
to  greater  physical  fitness,  higher  self-esteem,  cama- 
raderie among  teammates,  as  well  as  an  improved 
sense  of  well-being  and  community  pride. 

But  sport  has  to  do  more.  Different  political,  social 
and  economic  times  are  challenging  the  sport  commu- 
nity  to  become  more  business  minded.  This  means 
becoming  more  financially  self-reliant,  more  account- 


able and  developing  services  that  Albertans  need  and 
value. 

The  Alberta  Sport  Council  is  establishing  and  forg- 
ing more  effective  partnerships  with  its  corporate  con- 
tributors, provincial  sport  associations,  communities 
and  other  members  of  the  private  sector.  We  will  find 
more  cost  effective  ways  of  providing  this  essential 
service. 

The  bottom  line:  Sport  Means  Business. 
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The  Alberta  Sport  Council  came  into  being  on 
April  1 , 1984  as  a non-profit,  provincial  Crown 
corporation  with  the  mandate  to  enhance  sport  for  all 
Albertans.  Through  corporate  donations  and  lottery 
funding,  the  Council  manages  and  assists  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  programs  that  will  maximize  the  participa- 
tion and  performance  of  Albertans  in  sport.  No  other 
organization  like  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  exists  in 
Canada. 


3.  To  solicit  financial  contributions,  services  and  other 
resources  from  individuals,  organizations,  businesses 
and  corporations  for  the  advancement  of  sport  in 
Alberta. 

4.  To  encourage  the  development  of  programs  and 
services  for  athletes,  coaches  and  officials  at  all  levels 
of  ability. 


The  Council’s  partners  include:  Alberta  Community 
Development,  the  Alberta  Government  through  its  sup- 
port from  Alberta  Lotteries,  79  provincial  sport  associa- 
tions, the  business  community,  municipalities,  educa- 
tional institutes,  athletes,  coaches,  parents,  officials, 
media  and  thousands  of  dedicated  volunteers. 

The  Council  operates  under  the  guiding  premise 
that  if  Albertans  have  the  desire  and  talent  to  succeed 
in  sport  they  should  have  the  opportunity.  To  fulfil  that 
commitment,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  has  adopted 
five  primary  objectives: 

1 . To  promote  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  Zone 
and  Alberta  Games. 

2.  To  distribute  Alberta  lottery  proceeds  dedicated  for 
sport  in  a fair  and  equitable  manner  for  the  benefit  of  all 
Albertans. 


5.  To  work  in  cooperation  with,  and  in  support  of, 
provincial  sport  associations,  communities,  educa- 
tional institutes  and  other  sport-related  agencies. 

The  Councirs  six  core  beliefs: 

* All  Albertans  should  have  the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  an  activity  of  their  choice. 

* The  volunteer  is  the  cornerstone  of  sport  develop- 
ment in  Alberta. 

* Those  with  the  heart,  ability  and  desire  should  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  achieve  their  full  potential. 

* The  physical  and  mental  well-being  of  the  participant 
must  be  the  central  focus,  resulting  in  fair  play  and 
ethics  in  sport. 

* Sport  in  Alberta  can  be  developed  and  operated  in  an 
efficient  and  effective  manner. 

* Sport  is  a shared  responsibility,  involving  all  Albertans 
in  a spirit  of  partnership  and  mutual  respect. 
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To  Alberta’s  Sport  Community  and  the  Citizens  of  Alberta 
From  the  Minister: 

N ew  times  demand  new  approaches  and  new  ways  of  doing  things. 
To  that  end,  in  December  1992,  Premier  Ralph  Klein  announced 
a new,  smaller  cabinet.  “The  reduction  from  26  members  to  17  reflects 
Albertans’  views  about  the  size  of  government  and  is  consistent  with  my 
commitments  made  during  the  leadership  campaign,”  he  explained.  As  a 
result,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  became  part  of  Community  Development. 

Also  included  in  this  portfolio  were  Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  Citizen- 
ship and  Heritage  Secretariat  (formerly  Multiculturalism  Commission), 
Seniors,  Recreation,  Women’s  Issues,  Alberta  Alcoholism  and  Drug 
Abuse  Commission,  and  Alberta  Family  Life  and  Substance  Abuse  Foun- 
dation. 

As  new  economic  and  social  realities  present  themselves,  the  Alberta 
Sport  Council  has  a duty  and  obligation  toward  creating  a better  world  for 
all  Albertans.  This  means  the  business  of  sport  will  have  to  be  run  in  a 
financially  frugal  manner.  As  for  the  future,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  and 
the  sport  community  will  have  to  position  itself  effectively  to  respond  to  the 
challenges  and  opportunities  that  avail  themselves.

The  Alberta  Sport  Council  had  so  many  highlights  during  1 992-93  that 
it’s  impossible  to  give  them  all  due  attention  in  this  space,  so 
instead,  I will  focus  on  just  a few  — Intersport  ‘92,  the  new  Alberta  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  and  Museum,  the  1992  Alberta  Seniors  Games  and  the 
Alberta  Coaches  and  Officials  Symposium. 

As  expected.  Intersport  ‘92  was  a resounding  success.  Held  in  Red 
Deer,  this  sport  conference  allowed  275  of  Alberta’s  top  sport  personnel  to 
share  information  and  to  discuss  issues  of  common  interest  and/or 
concern,  as  well  as  to  learn  from  a variety  of  educational  and  informational 
sessions  pertaining  to  the  advancement  and  development  of  sport  in 
Alberta. 


At  the  1 992  Hall  of  Fame  banquet,  held  in  Calgary,  it  was  announced  that 
the  Alberta  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  and  Museum,  a program  of  the  Alberta 
Sport  Council,  will  be  moving  to  Red  Deer.  The  City  of  Red  Deer  has 
donated  two  acres  of  land,  worth  $250,000,  on  Highway  #2  for  a new 
building.  A Friends  of  the  Alberta  Hall  of  Fame  Society  has  been  estab- 
lished to  raise  $4  million  — $2  million  for  construction  and  $2  million  for  an 
endowment  fund.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Hall  of  Fame,  which  will  be 
designed  to  look  like  a section  of  a stadium,  will  be  ready  in  about  three 
years’ time. 


From  August  19  - 22,  the  community  of  Medicine  Hat  staged  an 
outstanding  and  very  successful  event  - the  1 992  Alberta  Seniors  Games. 
Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  hundreds  of  volunteers  in  organizing  and  staging 
this  competition,  over  1 ,000  Games’  participants  shared  what  for  many  will 
be  the  experience  of  a lifetime.  The  energetic,  positive  attitude  of  these 
Alberta  seniors  is  an  inspiration  to  all  of  usi 


In  the  fall  of  last  year  Calgary  was  host  to  the  first-ever  Alberta  Coaches 
and  Officials  Symposium,  which  was  attended  by  100  of  this  province’s 
best  coaches  and  officials.  For  the  previous  five  years  the  Alberta  Sport 
Council  and  the  former  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks  co-sponsored  a 
coaching  conference,  but  this  was  the  first  time  that  officials  were  included. 
This  marks  an  important  new  direction  and  is  for  the  betterment  of  sport  as 
a whole. 

All  in  all,  these  achievements  position  amateur  sport  in  Alberta  in  an 
exciting  and  invigorating  path  for  the  future.

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When  the  1992  Alberta  Seniors 
Games  began  on  August  19  the 
daytime  temperatures  were  around 
33°  C,  but  by  the  time  the  Games 
had  finished  the  mercury  plum- 
meted to  around  zero  degrees,  with 
lots  of  snow  blanketing  the  city’s 
flowers  and  greenery.  Nonetheless, 
the  seventh  biennial  Alberta  Sen- 
iors Games,  which  featured  931 
participants  in  22  sports,  were  a 
splendid  success. 

Other  Highlights 

* The  Alberta  Senior  Citizens  Sport 
and  Recreation  Association  con- 
tinued to  provide  the  volunteers 
required  to  organize  playoffs  to 
select  the  Seniors  Games  partici- 
pants. 

* The  1,100-kilometre  long  Blue 
Flame  torch  relay  travelled  from 
Hinton,  host  of  the  1990  Alberta 
Seniors  Games,  to  Medicine  Hat. 

* About  1,000  volunteers  hefped 
ensure  the  Games  were  run 
smoothly. 

* Ice  curling  and  a choir  festival 
were  held  as  unique  extras. 

* Zone  6 (Edmonton)  was  the  most 
triumphant  since  it  was  both  the 
most  improved  zone  (it  beat  Zone 
1,  the  host,  by  the  tiniest  of  mar- 
gins) and  the  zone  with  the  most 
medals. 


* A curling  display  was  created 
through  cooperation  with  the  Alberta 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  and  Museum. 

* CBC  Television  provided  daily  re- 
ports of  the  Games  throughout  the 
province,  while  the  cable  network 
broadcast  live  coverage  of  the  open- 
ing ceremonies,  as  well  as  daily  re- 
ports. 

* The  Medicine  Hat  Games  were 
extremely  well  managed  resulting  in 
a significant  financial  surplus  which 
has  been  left  in  the  community  for 
seniors  sport  and  cultural  projects.

The  Council’s  scholarship  pro- 
gram offers  financial  assistance  to 
hundreds  of  athletes  attending  ap- 
proved live-in  sport  camps  within 
Alberta.  The  amount  of  the  scholar- 
ship depends  on  the  cost  of  the 
camp  and  the  financial  need  of  the 
athlete. 

* 1,250  participants  from  178  mu- 
nicipalities received  scholarships. 

* 28  sports  participated  in  the  pro- 
gram. 

* 73  different  sport  camps  received 
approval  for  Sport  Outreach  Train- 
ing Scholarships. 


* A total  of  $1 09,804  was  allocated. 


Through  this  program,  local  sport 
groups  can  apply  to  the  Alberta 
Sport  Council  for  funding  towards 
equipment  purchases,  coaching 
services  and  other  worthwhile 
projects.

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* The  University  of  Alberta,  Faculty 
of  Physical  Education  and  Recrea- 
tion received  $5,000  to  host  the 
annual  conference  of  the  North 
American  Society  for  Sport  Man- 
agement in  Edmonton. 

* Water  Ski  Alberta  received  $3,352 
to  purchase  an  automatic  compu- 
ter jump  measuring  system. 


Alberta  Sport  Council  programs 
encourage  those  participants  who 
have  the  talent  and  desire  to  pur- 
sue their  maximum  potential  in  their 
chosen  sports. 

Funding  is  provided  for  talent 
identification,  training  and  compe- 
tition opportunities  for  our  develop- 
ing and  high  performance  athletes. 

This  year  $1 .4  million  of  lottery 
funding  was  used  by  the  provincial 
sport  associations  for  development 
of  Alberta’s  athletes. 


Strong  leadership  provides  the 
basis  for  successful  athlete  and 
sport  development.  Every  provin- 
cial sport  association  receives  sup- 
port in  order  to  provide  their  coaches 
and  officials  with  opportunities  to 
upgrade  and  expand  their  program- 
ming and  technical  skills.  This  year 
$1 .9  million  of  lottery  funding  was 
provided  to  provincial  sport  asso- 
ciations. 


This  program,  developed  by  the 
Coaching  Association  of  Canada 
(CAC),  is  designed  to  train  and  edu- 
cate coaches.  It  provides  coaches  at 
all  levels  with  a systematic  way  to 
improve  their  knowledge  and  skills  in 
the  theoretical,  technical  and  practi- 
cal aspects  of  coaching.  This  year 
the  following  theory  courses  were 
conducted  in  Alberta  with  outstand- 
ing attendance: 

* Level  1 Theory  — 93  courses, 
2,761  participants. 

* Level  2 Theory  — 40  courses, 
1,104  participants. 

* Level  3 Theory  — 1 4 courses,  242 
participants. 


Through  this  program,  support 
funding  is  provided  to  provincial  sport 
associations  for  hiring  technical  ex- 
perts in  their  sports.  A total  of  85 
individuals  were  supported  in  em- 
ployment as  technical  directors,  pro- 
gram directors/coordinators  and  pro- 
vincial coaches.

Support  was  provided  to  22  asso- 
ciations to  prepare  athletes  and 
coaches  in  the  second  year  of  a four- 
year  cycle  leading  up  to  the  1995 
Canada  Winter  Games  in  Grande 
Prairie. 

Assistance  was  also  provided  to 
the  19  Canada  Summer  Games 
sports  as  they  entered  the  final  year 
of  a four-year  program  in  preparing 
for  the  Games  in  Kamloops  in  Au- 
gust 1993. 
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This  program  provides  financial 
assistance  to  Alberta’s  top  high  per- 
formance athletes  as  selected  by 
their  provincial  sport  associations. 
It  is  designed  to  assist  these  ath- 
letes in  achieving  national  ranking 
by  helping  to  offset  personal  costs 
while  training  and  competing.  A 
two-level  carding  system  is  in  place 
(Gold:  $1 ,200  and  Silver:  $750)  to 
help  assist  these  athletes. 


* Support  was  provided  to  59  sports 
that  identified  a total  of  851  high* 
performance  athletes. 


This  program  provides  financial 
assistance  to  provincial  sport  asso- 
ciations to  help  establish  provin- 
cial, regional  and  national  training 
centres  in  Alberta. 

* The  Alberta  Sport  Council  sup- 
ported and  provided  funding  to  five 
centres  during  1 992-93.  These  cen- 
tres allowed  national  and  provin- 
cial level  athletes  and  coaches  to 
train  in  the  best  possible  environ- 
ments. The  training  centres  also 
provide  an  opportunity  for  Alberta 
athletes  to  meet  national  team 
members. 

* Three  national  team  training  cen- 
tres were  supported  in  the  sports  of 
badminton,  hockey  and  volleyball. 
At  the  Western  Canadian  regional 
level,  a soccer  centre  was  sup- 
ported in  Edmonton.  Two  track  and 
field  provincial  level  centres  in  Ed- 
monton and  Calgary  were  also  sup- 
ported.

This  luncheon  pro- 
vided recognition  to  Zone  8 athletes 
and  teams  who  had  received  fund- 
ing from  the  Alberta  Sport  Council 
and  our  sponsors.

The  1994  Arctic  Winter  Games, 
March  6-12,  will  be  hosted  in  Slave 
Lake,  Alberta.  This  year  assistance 
was  provided  to  1 9 sports  for  team 
training  and  selection. 
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One  of  the  Council’s  major  priori- 
ties is  the  development  and  main- 
tenance of  a stable,  diverse  and 
flexible  base  of  financial  supportfor 
sport.  The  Sport  Marketing  Divi- 
sion coordinates  the  fundraising 
function  — from  corporate  dona- 
tions to  planned  giving. 

The  Council’s  major  source  of 
funding  is  the  Alberta  Lottery  Fund. 
It  provides  approximately  80  per 
cent  of  the  Council’s  support.  As 
well,  strategies  have  been  designed 
to  foster  long-term,  mutually  ben- 
eficial partnerships  between  Alber- 
ta’s business  community  and  ama- 
teur sport.
